To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District 
Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1969. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  showed  two  figures  of  note.  The 
Infant  Mortality  Rate  fell  to  the  lowest  point  ever  recorded  in  the 
district,  as  did  the  Mortality  Rate  for  Tuberculosis. 

The  Services  provided  by  the  Council  for  Aged  Persons  con- 
tinued to  expand. 

The  housing  standards  in  the  area  continued  to  improve  as 
more  substandard  dwellings  are  demolished,  and  new  ones  built, 
and  improvement  grants  given  to  modernise  suitable  homes. 

In  furtherance  of  Health  Education  in  the  district  a Home 
Safety  Exhibition  was  held  during  the  year  in  Birtley. 

The  report  of  Mr.  McDougall,  the  Council’s  Approved  Officer 
for  the  Offices  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act,  has  again  been 
included. 

Attention  to  food  hygiene  has  continued  throughout  the  year 
to  occupy  a considerable  part  of  the  time  of  the  Council’s  Inspectors. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  continued  help  and  support,  and  also  the  staff  of  the 
Department  for  their  efforts  and  enthusiasm  during  the  year.

Chief  Causes  of  Death 

Cancer 

There  were  119  deaths  from  Cancer — a large  increase  of  29 
over  the  figures  for  1968.  Cancer  of  the  lung  was  responsible  for 
31  deaths,  of  which  28  were  male.  46  of  the  cancer  deaths  were 
under  the  age  of  65  years. 

Coronary  Diseases 

The  number  of  deaths  from  coronary  disease  was  almost  the 
same  as  for  1968,  i.e.  131  in  1969,  as  compared  with  130  in  1968. 

This  number  was  nearly  a quarter  of  the  total  deaths,  and  gave 
a death  rate  from  this  disease  of  2.9  per  thousand  population,  as 
compared  with  the  County  figure  of  3.00%. 

Respiratory  Disease 

The  figures  were  78  deaths  in  1969,  and  83  in  1968.  The  bulk 
of  the  deaths  in  this  group  continues  to  be  due  to  bronchitis  and 
emphysema. 

Violent  Deaths 

Deaths  from  violence  showed  a large  rise  in  the  mortality  due 
to  road  accidents — 9 as  compared  with  4 in  1968.  Other  accidents 
resulted  in  13  deaths. 
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Infant  Mortality 

The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  fell  from  13  in  1968  to 
10  in  1969,  resulting  in  a Mortality  Rate  of  12  per  thousand  births, 
the  England  and  Wales  figure  being  18  per  thousand  births. 

This  figure  is  the  lowest  ever  recorded  in  the  district,  and 
continues  the  general  downward  trend  that  has  been  seen  in  the 
graphs  over  the  past  years.  This  general  improvement  also  applies 
nationally,  but  the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  has  since  1960 
tended  to  show  a quicker  rate  of  fall  than  that  shown  Nationally.

Infant  Death  Analysis 

Of  the  ten  deaths  which  took  place  before  reaching  the  age 
of  one  year,  three  occurred  in  the  first  week  after  birth.  Of  the 
other  deaths,  five  were  due  to  pneumonia,  and  one  to  an  accident, 
so  that  of  the  ten  total  deaths,  six  could  be  looked  upon  as  prevent- 
able.

(1)  Laboratory  Services  Available 

1 . Department  Group  of  Hospitals — Department  of  Pathology. 

2.  Public  Health  Laboratory — General  Hospital,  Westgate 
Road  Newcastle  upon  Tyne. 

3.  County  Analyst,  County  Hall,  Durham. 

(2)  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  Administrative  County  is  divided  up  into  areas.  Chester- 
le-Street  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  forming  No.  4 Area.  For  each 
area  a Health  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed  to  exercise  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Health  Committee,  certain  functions  relating 
to  services  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1946. 

All  day-to-day  administration  of  the  County  Service  is  carried 
out  be  County  Headquarters.  The  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  deputises  for  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at 
quarterly  meetings  of  the  Area  Sub-Committee. 


(b)  Clinics 

In  the  Rural  District  during  the  year  the  County  Council  had 
four  clinics  which  were  utilised  in  connection  with  local  health 
authority  services  in  the  district.  In  some  cases  the  clinics  held 
in  the  Urban  District  are  more  convenient  for  certain  of  the  rural 
district  inhabitants  so  that  these  have  been  included  in  the  table 
shown.

(/)  Ambulance  Service  including  Chester-le-Street  U.D.C. 

The  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  Council  is  served  princi- 
pally by  the  ambulance  depot  situated  at  Osborne  Road,  Chester- 
le-Street. 

This  Depot  has  an  establishment  of  1 Depot  Superintendent, 
4 Senior  Drivers,  14  drivers,  with  7 vehicles — five  of  them  are  dual 
purpose. 

There  is  a 24-hour  coverage  from  this  Depot,  but  in  case  of 
emergency,  a service  is  supplied  from  other  Depots.  Overall  control 
is  exercised  by  Central  Control  at  Durham,  whereby  a system  of 
direct  telephone  lines  and  radios,  close  supervision  is  kept  of  vehicles 
operating  in  all  parts  of  the  county,  thus  enabling  any  area  to  be 
reinforced  as  necessary. 

All  requests  for  ambulance  transport  in  the  area  should  be 
made  to  Central  Control  at  Durham  where  a 24-hour  service  is 
maintained.  Telephone  Durham  4488. 

The  following  table  shows  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Chester- 
le-Street  depot  during  the  year,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  these 
figures  will  include  patients  from  areas  other  than  the  Rural  District 
and  that  the  conveyance  of  patients  residing  in  the  rural  district 
is  not  restricted  to  the  Chester-le-Street  Depot,  but  may  be  under- 
taken by  vehicles  from  other  depots  passing  through  the  area.

(/)  Prevention  of  Illness  Care  and  Aftercare 

Under  this  section  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
Durham  County  Council  supply  nursing  requisites  on  loan  to  those 
needing  them.  A fee  is  charged,  the  assessment  of  which  depends 
on  income  and  the  type  of  article  borrowed. 

(g)  School  Health  Service 

The  School  Health  Service  is  run  by  the  Durham  County 
Council  from  the  headquarters  in  Durham  City. 

The  Clinics  which  cater  for  the  Chester-le- Street  Rural  children 
are  in  Birtley  and  Chester-le-Street. 

Sessions  are  held  by  Medical  Officers,  the  Oculist,  Education 
Psychologists  and  Audiometricians. 

Routine  medical  inspections  of  children  are  carried  out  in  the 
schools  by  a School  Medical  Officer. 

(3)  Hospital  Services 

The  population  of  the  district  is  in  the  main  dealt  with  by  the 
Durham  Group  of  Hospitals. 

None  of  the  hospitals  is  sited  in  the  Rural  District  but  the 
General  Hospital  and  Highfield  Hospital  are  in  the  adjoining  Urban 
District  of  Chester-le-Street. 

Infectious  Diseases  from  the  district  are  now  admitted  to  the 
Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital,  Gateshead.  Telephone  Low  Fell  875284. 
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(4)  Executive  Council  Service 

The  Executive  council  for  the  county  of  Durham  is  responsible 
for  the  administrat.on  and  general  management  of  the  Family 
Practitioner  Services  in  the  District. 

The  Practitioner  Services  include  the  Family  Doctor  Service, 
the  Dental  Service,  the  Eye  Service  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Service, 
all  of  which  provide  the  patient  with  the  individual  medical  attention 
that  he  needs. 

(5)  Health  Education 

The  monthly  topic  is  suggested  by  the  County  Health  Educa- 
tion Section,  and  publicity  material  is  circulated  in  the  Chester-le- 
Street  Rural  District  in  support  of  the  chosen  theme. 

SERVICES  UNDER  THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 
Meals  for  the  Aged 

The  service  continued  to  expand  during  the  year  as  is  shown 
by  the  number  of  meals  served:

The  figures  show  that  each  week  throughout  the  year  an  average 
of  1 102  meals  are  provided  for  the  old  people  of  the  district. 

The  schemes  have  continued  on  much  the  same  lines  as  pre- 
viously. 

Meals  on  Wheels 

There  are  three  vans  to  cover  the  district,  each  driven  by  a paid 
driver  assisted  by  voluntary  helpers. 

The  service  is  to  provide  meals  for  aged  persons  who  are 
unable  for  some  reason  to  adequately  provide  themselves  with  hot 
cooked  meals.  In  most  cases  this  means  that  the  persons  concerned 
are  housebound. 

The  meals  are  delivered  in  foil  containers,  and  are  kept  hot 
in  transit  by  means  of  a portable  oven. 

The  cost  of  the  meal  to  the  old  person  is  one  shilling. 

The  County  Council  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  running 
this  service. 
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Luncheon  Clubs 

At  the  end  of  the  year  fifteen  clubs  were  in  operation  in  the 
district. 

Priority  for  attendance  at  these  clubs  is  given  to  the  old  man 
or  woman  who  lives  on  his/her  own. 

The  cost  of  the  meal  is  one  shilling  as  for  meals  on  wheels. 
The  County  Council  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  this  service. 

During  the  year  meals  for  these  services  were  obtained  from 
the  Council’s  own  kitchens:  industrial  canteens  and  school  meal 
kitchens,  but  in  the  future  it  is  hoped  to  have  kitchens  belonging  to 
the  Rural  District  Council  which  are  adequate  to  provide  all  meals 
needed. 

One  must  once  again  give  thanks  to  the  Firms  which  permitted 
their  canteens  to  supply  meals. 

Voluntary  helpers  do  a great  deal  of  work  in  the  Meals  for 
the  Aged  Service,  and  thanks  must  again  be  given  to  all  of  those 
who  gave  up  their  time  voluntarily  to  assist  in  making  the  service 
run  smoothly. 

Holidays  for  the  Aged 

For  the  third  year  a party  of  pensioners  was  sent  for  a holiday 
in  Southport. 

There  were  100  places  for  the  holidays,  and  694  persons  applied. 
It  was  necessary  to  have  a guide  as  to  whom  should  be  selected, 
and  this  was  done  on  the  basis  of  age,  and  length  of  time  since  last 
holiday. 

Of  the  two  parties  of  50,  one  went  week  commencing  13th 
September,  1969,  and  the  other  the  week  following. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  all  who  participated,  benefited  from 
the  holiday. 

Home  Safety  Exhibition 

This  exhibition  was  held  on  19th,  20th,  and  21st  November 
in  the  Birtley  Community  Centre.  The  exhibition  was  officially 
opened  by  Councillor  W.  Graham,  the  Chairman  of  the  Council. 


Exhibition 

The  exhibition  itself  consisted  of  a number  of  displays.  These 
were  set  up  by  the  Electricity  and  Gas  Boards,  Durham  County 
Fire  Brigade,  Durham  County  Council  and  the  Rural  District 
Health  Departments.  The  stands  pinpointed  the  commonest  causes 
of  home  accidents,  and  suggested  measures  to  prevent  them. 
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In  the  competition  to  select  the  innocuous  substance  between 
sweets  and  drugs;  disinfectant  and  soft  drinks;  bleach  liquid  and 
lime  juice  etc.,  no  one  got  all  correct  answers,  indicating  the  danger 
to  young  children  in  discriminating. 

Poster  Competition 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  local  schools  a poster  competition 
was  organised.  There  were  three  classes,  and  prizes  were  given  by 
the  Council  for  the  winners. 

The  judging  was  carried  out  by  Mr.  R.  R.  Rowe,  Health 
Educationalist,  Public  Health  Department,  Gateshead  Corporation 
and  Mr.  R.  Long,  Arts  Organiser,  County  Hall,  Durham. 

There  was  an  extremely  good  and  interesting  entry,  and  the 
display  constituted  an  important  part  of  the  exhibition. 

Films 

Films  on  Home  Accidents  and  Fire  Prevention  were  shown 
to  Senior  School  children  in  the  afternoons.  ‘Drugs  and  the  Nervous 
System’,  and  ‘Smoking  and  Lung  Cancer’  were  two  films  used  in  the 
programme  amongst  the  more  serious  films. 

Cartoons  were  interspersed  to  lighten  the  proceedings. 

Mannequin  Parade 

A Mannequin  Parade  to  demonstrate  the  use  of  flameproof 
materials  was  held  on  the  last  afternoon.  The  mannequins  were 
children  from  the  schools. 

At  the  end  of  the  parade,  prizes  were  presented  by  the  Chairman. 

A great  deal  of  effort  was  put  into  the  Exhibition,  but  the 
response  by  the  adult  public  was  poor.  One  can  only  hope  that  there 
was  some  impact  on  the  school  children  who  attended  and  partici- 
pated. 

Thanks  must  be  given  to  all  who  helped  with  the  project,  and 
especially  the  Community  Association  for  the  use  of  the  building, 
and  the  services  of  the  Warden  Mr.  Birleson,  and  his  Assistant 
Mrs.  Johnson.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
(1)  Water 

Piped  water  is  available  in  all  parts  of  the  district,  being  pro- 
vided by  either  the  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  Water  Board  Com- 
pany, South  Shields  and  Sunderland  Water  Company  or  Durham 
County  Water  Board. 

The  water  is  of  course  thoroughly  treated  before  being  supplied, 
but  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  do  keep  a check  by  submitting 
samples  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  exam- 
ination. 

Of  the  samples  submitted: 

Durham  County  Water  Board.  28  all  satisfactory. 

Other  undertakings.  43  all  satisfactory. 

Water  Consumption 

The  requirements  of  industry,  and  the  general  public  continue 
to  rise  year  by  year. 

The  figures  for  the  Northern  Division  of  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board  which  includes  part  of  the  Chester-le-Street  Rural 
District  show  a rise  in  domestic  consumption  of  approximately 
one  gallon  per  head  of  population  per  day,  and  for  trade  use  the 
rise  was  also  about  one  gallon  per  head  per  day. 

Total  consumption  was  47  gallons  of  water  per  head  of  popula- 
tion per  day  of  which  31  gallons  was  domestic. 

With  these  figures  available,  the  reason  for  the  continuing 
search  for  new  sources  of  water  becomes  very  apparent. 

(3)  Public  Cleansing 

The  service  continued  satisfactorily  during  1969. 

(4)  Inspection  of  the  Area  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 

Again  nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act  have  been  largely 
abated  by  persuasion,  it  being  necessary  to  serve  seven  formal 
notices,  37  informal  notices  were  served. 

(5)  Petroleum  Consolidated  Act,  1928 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  the  responsible  figures  in 
connection  with  this  Act. 

Fifty-one  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  storage 
of  220,260  gallons  of  petrol.  One  licence  was  issued  for  the  storage 
of  1,470  tons  of  calcium  carbide.  One  licence  has  been  issued  for 
50  gallons  of  naphtha.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

The  Public  Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968 
came  into  force  on  the  1st  October  1968.  Certain  diseases  are  no 
longer  notifiable — acute  primary  pneumonia,  acute  influenzal 
pneumonia,  acute  rheumatism,  and  puerperal  pyrexia,  whilst  tetanus, 
yellow  fever  and  leptospirosis  became  notifiable. 

87  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received  during  1969. 
In  1968  there  were  415  cases,  of  which  375  were  measles. 


Scarlet  Fever
